Local Hondu rans said it was not 
p robable this conference would resu lt 
In a su ccessor to Davila, becau se Bo­ 
nilla is entitled to the p residency , 
from which he was ou sted by Davila 
with the aid of Zelay a of Nicaragu a, 
and nothing short of Bonilla’s restora­ 
tion would be accep ted by him and his 
followers.

The following item from Brook ville 
was published 
in the 
Indianapolis 
News: 
“A 
placid 
by way far 
from the 
whirling eddies of hurry is the town 
of Andersonville where the 
Shriner 
house, a q uaint old tavern, affords 
shelter for the traveler. 
The tavern 
has a sq uare signboard, framed on 
top of a post, which swings a wel­ 
come that proceeds the greeting from 
the woman manager, who has been 
continuously in charge for the last 
six ty -two y ears, and who still ac­ 
tively ’controls the tavern. 
And the 
greeting is followed by a meal of the 
k ind ‘that mother 
used to 
mak e’ 
cook ed by the manager herself. 
“Caroline Shriner, the 
manager, 
was married fro Renatus Shriner in 
18 42 at 
Andersonville. 
She was 
born there and never lived elsewhere. 
The husband lived there for six ty - 
four y ears. 
In 18 48 they built the 
wide-roomed tavern which she still 
conducts. ‘Wide-roomed’ is used ad­ 
visedly , for the chambers are twenty 
feet sq uare with four great windows 
to each room, and the beds are cov­ 
ered with patchwork q uilts once so 
common.

Ho use Was Cro wded—Co ngressio nal 
Reappo rtio nment Claims Attentio n. 


In d ian apolis, Feb. 8.—In the upper 
house this aftern oon at 3 o’clock the 
Proctor bill regulatin g the liquor traf­ 
fic w as taken up for third read in g an d 
passage. 
Much in terest has been d is­ 
play ed in this bill an d the sen ate 
chamber was crowd ed when the hour 
for fin al d iscussion arrived . 
Govern or Marshall has sign ed the 
H arlan bill, which provid es for the ac­ 
ceptan ce of the gift of Dr. an d Mrs. 
Robert W. Lon g for hospital purposes. 
T he bill also provid es for the sum of 
$ 25,000 an n ually to be used for the 
m ain ten an ce of the hospital, which is 
to be operated in con n ection with the 
In d ian a un iversity school of med icin e 
in this city . It provid es that the hos­ 
pital shall be located in Military park, 
but this provision is n ot man d atory , as 
fin al selection of a site is to be mad e 
by a commission head ed by 'Dr. Lon g. 
The sen ate passed the McCarty bill 
provid in g for med ical In spection in 
the schools. 
Indiana’s Centennial Building. 
A bill provid in g that In d ian a shall 
celebrate in 1916 the cen ten n ial of her 
ad mission in to the Un ion by the d ed i­ 
cation of a state ed ucation al build in g, 
to be erected on groun d n ear the state- 
house to be selected by a special com­ 
mission , was passed . 
The bill was d rafted alon g lin es in ­ 
d icated by Govern or Marshall, who 
recommen d ed in his message that the 
cen ten n ial be celebrated by the erec­ 
tion of a substan tial state build in g in ­ 
stead of appropriatin g mon ey for cen ­ 
ten n ial ceremon ies. 
It is the plan to 
house the state library an d the state 
museum In the proposed n ew build in g. 
KimmtTs bill perm ittin g the pay ­ 
men t of city tax es at the office of city 
treasurer in cities that are n ot coun ty 
seats was passed without a d issen tin g 
vote. 
Kistlerus bill amen d in g the presen t 
state ban k ex amin ers’ law so as to pro- 
wid e for ad d ition al ex amin ers an d also 
makin g the ex amin ers subject to re­ 
moval at an y time without cause pass­ 
ed by a straight party vote. 
Amon g other bills passed in the sen ­ 
ate was the bill makin g the Techn ical 
in stitute a part of the public school 
sy stem of In d ian apolis an d en ablin g 
the city to levy a tax for its support. 
Senato r Lamon t’s measure again st the 
practice of hy n otism an d mesmerism 
in public places was also passed . 
The d ay in the house was given over 
to con sid eration of the gen eral appro­ 
priation bill. 
To Lo se Co ngressio nal District. 
The reapportion men t of the state 
irfto twelve con gression al d istricts, in ­ 
stead of thirteen , as at presen t, was 
the subject of “the stud y of the con ­ 
gression al apportion men t committee of 
the sen ate. 
The result was that the 
committee approved a map, subject to 
chan ges suggested by Govern or Mar­ 
shall an d other Democrats who will be 
con sulted . 
Sen ator W. B. Carleton of Evan s­ 
ville, chairman of th e committee, say s 
first atten tion was put on the map for 
twelve 
d istricts, 
as 
Con gressman 
Boehn e believed con gress would fin al­ 
ly provid e for twelve con gressmen 
from In d ian a, in stead of thirteen . 
It 
was estim ated by the committee that 
each of the twelve d istricts should be 
» o apportion ed that it would con tain 
about 225,00b in habitan ts. 
Accord in g to the plan . Marion coun ­ 
ty . which n ow comprises the Seven th 
d istrict, will be d ivid ed , the part con ­ 
tain in g In d ian apolis an d the town ships 
in the east half comprisin g on e d istrict 
an d th e town ships of W ashin gton , 
Pike, Way n e, Decatur an d Berry com­ 
prisin g a part of 
an other d istrict. 
These west town ships are plan n ed as 
a part of a d istrict to be composed of 
Morgan , Hen d ricks. Putn am, Boon e, 
Hamilton , Tipton , Howard an d Clin ton . 
If the presen t plan is ad opted , the 
F irst d istrict will be the same as at 
presen t, with Dubois an d Perry coun ­ 
ties ad d ed . 
Other chan ges proposed 
are as follows: 
The Secon d d istrict 
wTould be the same as at presen t, with 
Brown coun ty ad d ed . 
The Third d is­ 
trict would be composed of Crawford , 
Harrison , Floy d , Clark, W ashin gton , 
Oran ge. Scott, Jefferson , Jackson , Jen ­ 
n in gs, Bartholomew an d Decatur coun ­ 
ties. 
The Fifth d istrict -would lose 
Putn am, Hen d ricks an d Morgan coun ­ 
ties. 
An other d istrict would be co m­ 
po sed of Switzerlan d . Ohio. Dearborn , 
Ripley , Fran klin , Un ion , Way n e, Fay ­ 
ette, Hen ry , Rush, Shelby an d 
J o hn­ 
so n coun ties.. Han cock, Mad ison , Del­ 
aware, Ran d olph, Blackford , Jay an d 
Adams would comprise ano ther dis­ 
trict. A d istrict group would be Wells, 
Huntingto n, Gran t, Wabash, Miami, 
Cass, Carroll an d Pulaski co unties. 
What is no w kno wn as the Twelfth 
district wo uld be the same as at pres­ 
ent, -with Ko sciusko co unty added. 
Elkhart, St. J o seph, Lapo rte, Starke, 
Marshal]| and Fulto n co unties wo uld 
fo rm a district. 
The Tenth district 
wo uld be the same as at present, ex - 
lept Lapo rte o o unty wo uld be lo st.

Nothin g was left of the 
magazin e, an d if an y lives were lost 
there is n o way to prove it. 
The cause of the ex plosion is n ot 
kn own , but it is possible y eggmeA 
might have been gettin g a supply for 
burglary purposes, an d if they were 
they will n ot tell the story . 
No frag­ 
m en ts of human flesh have y et been 
foun d . The magazin e had been robbed 
of a large quan tity of the d an gerous 
ex plosive several times. 
The magazin e was a supply house 
: for the oil field n ear here, an d it was 
o ne of the most valuable properties of 
the Dupon t compan y in this part of the 
state. Officers of the powd er compan y 
are *of the opin ion that the eartM caved 
in an d caused the ex plosion . 
The 
shock was felt man y miles away , an d 
telephon es were kept busy an swerin g 
calls from as far as Lima, O.

W ashin gton , Feb. 8.—Takin g a cue 
from their brethren on the house sid e, 
who have d eclared in favor of the reci­ 
procity pact, the Democrats of the

the bill , 
for the creation of a perman en t tariff 
board . The call for the caucus, which I 
was circulated by Sen ator Ston e of 
j 
Missouri, say s that other subjects will 
also be con sid ered . 
The Democrats of the sen ate wTith 
four or five ex ception s are very much 
in favor of caucus action for the ratifi­ 
cation of the reciprocity agreemen t. 
Sen ator Bailey of Tex as will oppose 
the agreem en t because of his opposi­ 
tion to the d octrin e of free raw m ateri­ 
als. He will be supported by Sen ator 
Smith of Mary lan d an d Sen ator Sim­ 
mon s of North Carolin a, who are as 
much opi*osed to free lumber as they 
were when they champion ed a réven ue 
d uty on lumber d urin g the con sid era­ 
tion of the Pavn e-Ald rich bill in the 
sen ate. 
The two Louisian a sen ators, 
who believe in the prin ciple of pro­ 
tection to a d egree, may also oppose 
favorable con sid eration on the agree­ 
men t. 
Otherwise the Democrats of 
the sen ate are read y to stan d with the 
Democrats of the house in makin g sup­ 
port for the reciprocity & party m atter.
